Rules of Order. 


1. Tehe Conference session shall open each day at 8.30 a. m. 
aud close at 11.45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. ‘The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reasons for his decision, the 
appellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4. ‘The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adop- 
tion or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, 
which motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 

(1) ‘The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) ‘To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) ‘To recommit. 


be Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless 
he depart from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same 
question, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be 


granted by the Conference, which shall be decided by vote 
without debate. 


qs 
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ii. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard 
for the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language 
and personal reflections. 


13. ‘The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no 
member outside the bar will be permited to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. | 


21. ‘These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


» 
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General Rules. 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
construed to the injury of our developing work or so as to 
embarras the authorities in providing for new work. ; 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference _ 
Relations; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session. 


4. Nocandidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed 
matters requiring anniversary or other public service shall 
provide the program for such service, 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 


after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the 
Conference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of 
standing committees. Hach District Superintendent shall 
report to his committee the death of any minister or wife, or 
children of any minister, which may occur in his District. ‘The 
chairman of this committee shall note the death of any member 
of the Conference or the wife of any such member, and then 
confer with the members of the committee. The memorial 
service shall be held immediately after the roll call of our 
honored dead. It shall consist of usual devotional exercises 
and an address of twenty minutes in length by some member of 
the Conference named by the committee in charge. The 


Committee on Memoirs shall have full control of the Conference 
memorial service. 
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9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to 
the Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise 
ordered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
_ of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions. 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon morethan one study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly 
haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these 
rules in the Conference Journal. 


15. ‘These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 


Preachers. 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission. 


1. ‘Instruction by Correspondence’’ is expected of each 
Examiner for every student under his particular charge. 


2. Inthe ‘“‘books to be read’’ each student shall file with 
the Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the 
books. 


3. Examinations will be held in connection with the 
Ministerial Associations or District Conferences and on the day 
previous to the Annual Conference. No examination can be 
taken at any other time, unless reasons satisfactory to the 
Chairman and Registrar are given. 


4. Sermons and essays are required to be in the hands of 
the Examiner at least thirty days before Conference. It would 
be better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. No reports of grades will be made to students except in 
cases falling below the minimum required to pass—70 per cent. 
In all such cases the Examiner shall report to the student that 
he failed to pass, and refer him to the Chairman of the Board to 
arrange for re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon 
as practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before examinations are begun. 


8. The officers of the Board of Examiners are: H. 
Gould, Chairman; H. Oberg, Registrar; D. A. Watters, 


Treasurer. For any information address the Chairman or

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OBITUARIES. 


We Tak ROWAL: 


Reverend ‘Thomas Fletcher Royal, A. M., was born in 
Columbus, Ohio, January 6th, 1821, and died in Portland, 
March 7, 1911, aged ninety years. The son of a Methodist 
minister, with a godly mother, he was raised up under the 
sweetest Christian influences. He was converted when quite 
young. I remember of hearing him tell when a little boy of five 
years of age, how he gave himself definitely to God, and had the 
witness of the Spirit that he was accepted. He soon felt called 
to preach the Gospel, and in 1846 he united with the Rock 
River Conference. It was soon evident that young Royal was 
a chosen vessel to carry the glad tidings of salvation to other 
lands. He heard the Macedonian cry, “Come over and help 
us,’? and in 1853, with his small family, in a big wagon drawn 
by oxen, he crossed the plains to Oregon. His first charge was 
Jacksonville, a mining town, surrounded by Indians, and a few 
white settlers. He here built the first Methodist Episcopal 
Church erected in Southern Oregon. He traveled far and near, 
telling the story of the Cross. He drove three hundred miles 
with an ox team to Conference. Surely he and his consecrated 
wife were the kind of metal that genuine heroes and heroines are 
made of. ; 


For years he was a leading spirit in Southern Oregon. He 
traveled on horseback from Portland to the California line, - 
preaching in the little school houses, miners’ cabins, and settlers’ 
shanties. His monthly or quarterly visits were looked for 
eagerly by many a hungry soul. Well do I remember his visits 
to our log cabin home in the gold mines, and what a benediction 
he was to us. 


He was intensely interested in higher education, and was 
principal of the Wilbur Academy for years. ‘The pupils from 
that honored institution are scattered all over the Northwest, and 
many of them are men and women of high rank, and a blessing 
to the world. They received their inspiration from this holy 
man of God. He was afterwards principal of the Portland 
Academy and Female Seminary, and the Sheridan Academy, 
where he left the imprint of his consecrated, noble Christian 
manhood. ‘The old missionary spirit was yet burning in his soul, 
and later in life he went to the Indians at Klamath and Siletz. 
Many of those dusky sons and daughters will rise up and call 
him blessed in the resurrection morn. He was pastor, teacher, 
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missionary, presiding elder, and known and loved by perhaps 
more people than any other minister in the Northwest. Person- 
ally I owe more to him than to any other man. It was he who 
prevailed upon me to pray in public. It was he who said to me 
one day in my miner’s cabin, ‘“‘Brother Jones, do you not think 
the Lord wants you to lay down the pick and shovel, and take 
the Sword of the Spirit and go and try to bring these people to 
Christ?’’ I have an exhorter’s license signed by him as presiding 
elder forty years ago. We traveled together, slept together under 
trees under the same blankets, preached, prayed, sang, and 
shouted together through those mountains and across those 
valleys in those happy pioneer days. And I found him always 
reliable, sweet-spirited, and loyal to God and his cause. It was 
hard for him, as it is I think for us all, to be laid aside from the 
active work. But when he did have to superannuate he 
submitted to it in the same sweet spirit that characterized his 
active work. He-then would go to the State Prison and the 
Reform School and tell the inmates of these institutions that 
Jesus could save them if they would let Him. 


In his last days he was busy in preparing a history of the 
early days in Oregon, and we hope the book will soon appear. 
I am sure it will be a blessing to the present and coming 
generations. 


He was married to Miss Mary Ann Stanley, in Victoria, 
Illinois, in 1845. She was an educated, noble Christian woman, 
and was in every way a true helpmate, worthy to be the com- 
panion of this man of God. Eight children came to this home 
to bless and comfort their parents, four of whom are yet living: 
Rev. S. O. Royal, now District Superintendent of the Dayton 
District, Cincinnati Conference; F. W. Royal, of Ballston, 
Oregon; Mrs. Aeslia F., wife of the Reverend Oberg of the 
Oregon Conference, one of the most efficient women on the 
coast; and Mrs. Carrie L., wife of Edgar Mumford, of 
Vancouver, Washington. One of their children died in infancy; 
Nina T., wife of Dr. Clark Smith, died in Africa in 1886; 
William E. died in 1880 while in attendance at Ohio Wesleyan 
University; and M. G. Royal died in Walla Walla, Washington,

3 T. L. JONES. 
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v D: L. RADER: 


In the death of Daniel Leeper Rader the brethren of this 
Conference have cause to sorrow, the Church is bereaved, and 
the Kingdom of God on earth has suffered great loss. 


Dr. D. L. Rader was born in the year 1850 in Jackson 
County, Missouri, in a parsonage of the Methodist Church, 
South. His life spanned more than sixty-one history making 
years, the latter part of which period he took his place and did 
well his part in making it worthy of thechurch. It was 1 o’clock 
Saturday morning, February 5, when he became quiet in the 
embrace of that which we call death. He breathed away his 
life slowly with sighs as of a homesick child falling asleep. 


His was an eventful life. He began the life of a pastor in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Oskaloosa, Kansas, 
when but a boy of 19 years of age. Faithful service was 
rendered to the church of his youth for sixteen years. At the 
close of that period he became a member and a minister of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, joining the Colorado Conference. 
He made the change upon the highest ethical grounds at the 
behest of deep convictions. 


He came to us as a trained and tried laborer, ready to bear 
responsibility and perform most important work. In 1888 
Bishop Joyce appointed him to the superintendency of the 
Wyoming mission. It was unorganized and at the time no 
appropriation had been made by the missionary society. 
Dr. Rader was continued as pastor of the Cheyenne church until 
the meeting of the missionary board. Though laden with 
double responsibility and work, he never faltered. His plans 
were well matured and ready for active operation by the time of 
the board meeting. He had in fact already begun to travel this 
territory, larger than ‘‘all Holland, Belgium, Denmark and 
England.’’ ‘The country was rough and unexplored; its popu- 
lation was, in the main, rougher and still less known—a people 
licensed to live as they chose. It was this worthy man’s 
business to explore both country and people and bring the 
organizing force of the Gospel to those wild regions. “‘He 
heard the bullets whistle, he preached in saloons, he slept on 
the ground. He pushed up the Big Horn and Shoshone rivers 
where no messenger of the Prince of Peace had ever gone 
before.” He laid foundations on the “Rock of Ages’? among 
the clefted rocks at base and pinnacle. ‘These foundations 
stand fast to the present, bearing the superstructure of the well 
organized work of our church and of our government. 
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Our church projected the Rocky Mountain Christian 
Advocate, and again our brother was called upon to blaze the 
way through unexplored difficulties. He was chosen publisher, 
with Claudius B. Spencer as editor. ‘his arrangement crystal- 
ized a friendship which sent some sparkling rays of beautiful 
hues to adorn the bier of the one whom we mourn. 


‘The mere mentioning of the places of the sojourn of this 
Christian pioneer during the forty-two years of his ministry for 
the church would not fully portray his sterling qualities. His 
ministry among us in the Northwest began when, in 1902, he 
was transferred from St. Paul to First Church, Tacoma. He 
had moved to St. Paul to find a lower altitude and, deriving 
benefit from the change, chose the still lower level of this North- 
west city. His influence in the city soon became apparent. 
The audiences included many men of great prominence who 
delighted in his ministration. 


In 1904 the Book Committee designated Dr. Rader as editor 
of the Daily Christian Advocate, published during the General 
Conference held in Los Angeles that year. As an expression of 
appreciation of the work done in this capacity, the General 
Conference elected him as editor of the Pacific Christian 
Advocate, its former editor having previously signified a desire 
to be relieved. As editor of this Christian paper Dr. Rader 
came to belong to the entire Northwest and to be loved as a 
worthy brother. 


He entered upon his new duties with the earnestness of 
earlier years, putting his life energies into the upbuilding of the 
paper. After about two years a complete breakdown was 
averted only by a cessation of work, with a trip to the Orient to 
occupy his mind and insure a decisive change. When he 
returned, apparently he was completely recovered, but those 
who knew him best saw that it was not so. He also realized 
that he must not assume all the responsibility of the office. 
During his absence his son-in-law, Robert H. Hughes, who had 
refused the offer of a lucrative position, had practically all the 
responsibility and labor of the management. Dr. Rader let 
much of it remain with him, resigning little by little the duties 
of his position as stroke after stroke fell, and weakness palsied 
his arm; until during the last days he rested at ease, knowing 
that every interest would be wisely and well cared for. 


Weeks and months passed ere he became reconciled to lay 
by the wayside watching the passing throng until the Master 
should come to free him from his weak restraints. But at last 
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he rested, and waited, beautifully waited, shedding rays of light 
into the life of every visitor who came to his side. Thus he 
remained to the last. ‘he beauty and color of his character 
appeared most distinctly during these waiting days. 


I knew him and loved him with you who knew him best. 
He was a great man, yet greater in his humility. He was intel- 
lectually strong, but in heart qualities he was stronger. His 
greatness was manifest in that he accomplished great things 
with naturalness, ease and grace; and after accomplishment 
counted them but duty done, never taking to himself honor. 
After encouraging him at one visit by telling him how we appre- 
ciated his life work, he said: “‘Oh, how little I have accom- 
plished! If I am accorded a place just inside the gate I shall 
count myself as receiving more than I deserve.”’ 


His resignatiou grew to be a longing to see the other side, 
where weariness would never retard him in his work. He had 
fulfilled the injunction, ‘“Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do 
it with thy might.’’ So it was fitting that he should be per- 
mitted to move slowly, gently, through the last days, and 
without pain fall asleep. His steps were being wearily taken on 
the last Sunday morning of his life when he moaned, “‘I am so 
tired; I wish it were all over.’’ That very day the final stroke 
came and in unconsciousness he tarried until Wednesday, when 
he awoke to say his final farewells to the loved ones. The waves 
of an ebbing tide came and went until, on Saturday evening, 
we saw that the tide was out, and knew it would soon be full on 
the other shore. 


Shortly after the midnight hour his first day in Heaven 
dawned—and it was the Sabbath day. This day he worshipped 
with many whom he had known on earth in the sanctuary of 
God’s eternal temples. We thought to see him launch his boat 
on the sea of eternity, but we did not see; we only felt the 
breath of eternity sweep him away as softly as the evening 
zephyrs, cooling our fevered hearts, calming us into a holy 
quietness. 


It was a privilege to be present, for it was a sacred hour 
when he saw his Savior face to face. We knew that Jesus was 
there, for he spoke to all our hearts. Could the one departing 
only have spoken one message from out his clear vision, the 
newer revelation, the sublimity of that hour would have been 
complete. BoB Tepp: 
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Caroline Floyd Dudley Maclean, wife of Alexander R. 
Maclean, was born in Cornwall, Connecticut, September 27, 
1871, and was forty years, six months and twelve days old at 
the time of her demise, April 9, 1911. 


She was the daughter of Rev. L. F. and Sarah Dudley. 
Rev. Mr. Dudley was a Presbyterian minister—a graduate of 
Princeton and Andover ‘Theological Seminary. He held 
pastorates in New England, and later moved west and preached 
for a time in Missouri, subsequently settling at Hartford, 
Kansas, from which place Mrs. Maclean went back to Massa- 
chusetts to complete her academic and musical education at 
Wheaton Seminary. 


When she returned to her father’s home in Hartford, 
Kansas, she became acquainted with Alexander R. Maclean, 
who was then pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal Church of 
that city. This acquaintance ripened into their union in 
matriage, May 12, 1892. 


For nineteen years she was an ideal minister’s wife. At 
the last session of the Oregon Conference Mrs. Maclean became 
the secretary of the Conference Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society. Mrs. Maclean’s illness was of short duration. She 
passed away peacefully, surrounded by her sorrowing family 
and neighbors. She is survived by her husband, four daughters 
and one son. 

Mrs. Maclean was a gifted woman, a devout Christian, a 
leader in church and social circles. She was always cheerful, 
hopeful, patient, and helpful. Her friends were many. She 
leaves her loved ones a glorious heritage and an influence for 
good that shall go on in ever widening circles to bless the 
world.

Memorial—The following memorial from the New York 
East Conference was presented, in which, on motion of W. T. 
Kerr, the Conference concurred: 


RESOLVED, That the New York East Conference memorialize 
the General Conference to so amend Chapter VII of the 
Appendix of the Discipline of 1908 that certificates of work 
done in educational institutions other than our own may be 
accepted, at the discretion of the Annual Conferences; provided 
that, in such cases, special and careful attention be given to the 
examination on personal attitude to our doctrine and discipline. 


Constitutional Amendment—The following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church ordered to be submitted to the members of the Annual 
Conferences, and of the Lay Electoral Conferences, for their 
action thereon, was presented : 


In §] 41, $1 of the Discipline of 1908, in the second line: 
strike out the word “‘Wednesday’’ and substitute therefor the 
words “‘secular day,’’ so that the lines as amended shall read, 
‘The General Conference shall meet at ten o’clock on the 
morning of the frst secular day in the month of May,’’ etc. 


It was discussed at length and, on motion of S. H. Dewart, 
Bishop Smith was requested to state the reasons which led the 
General Conference to submit it to the Annual Conferences. 
The vote was taken and resulted as follows: Ayes, 88; 
nays, 1. 


Resolution—The following resolution, presented by J. W. 
McDougall, on his motion was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That we, in annual Conference assembled, 
invite the Rev. J. B. Trimble, Field Secretary of the Board 
of Foreign Missions, to organize within the bounds of the 
Oregon Conference an educational campaign for the cause of 
foreign missions, and an intensive campaign, in the several 
districts of this Conference for the introduction of the ‘‘ New 


Financial Plan’’ adopted by the several benevolent boards of 
our Church. 


Furthermore, recogninizing the unity of the world-field, 
and desiring our pastors and people to have the fullest possible 
outlook on the great work of the Church, both at home and 
abroad, in order that systematic beneficence may be cultivated 
in behalf of each of our connectional causes; and recognizing 
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that, under the “‘New Financial Plan,’’ a simultaneous canvass 
for our entire benevolent budget is highly desirable; therefore, 


RESOLVED, That we request our Foreign and Home Boards, 
through their respective field secretaries, to arrange educational 
and intensive campaigns together, provided they find that such 
arrangement can be made with mutual satisfaction.

Aggressive Evangelism. 


Nineteen hundred years ago the world’s greatest letter writer said to a 
young preacher ‘‘Do the work of an evangelist.’ And why did he say 
it? It is evangelistic work that saves men and builds up churches. 
Because the Methodist Episcopal Church is evangelistic, she has marched 
through seventeen decades with the step of a conqueror. May the day 
never come in which the Methodist Episcopal Church shall cease to be 
evangelistic. 


Now, while itis true that every preacher should be an evangelist, it is 
also true that God has called some men to this particular office. ‘‘For He 
gave some apostles, and some prophets, and some evangelists, and some 
pastors and teachers for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ.’’ If Methodism is to 
perform her divinely appointed task, if she is to help save America from 
20th Century Materialism, it is absolutely necessary that her pulpits be 
evangelistic. 


We rejoice that during the past year hundreds of souls were converted 
at Methodist altars in the Oregon Conference. But conditions may arise 
where it becomes advisable to call in an evangélist, when the burdens of 
the regular pastor are such that it becomes nécessary to engage outside 
help. We congratulate Portland Methodism that during the coming 
November, the world famous evangelist Gypsy Smith is to conduct a 
revival campaign in the metropolis of the state. We recommend that on 
every charge, pastor and people wait upon God for his presence and 
prayer to save men and women, either with or without an evangelist. 


That our churches may not be imposed upon by men who are neither 
Methodistic nor Christian, we further recommend the appointment of one 
or more Conference evangelists.

Chinese Work. 


Your Committee on Chinese Work reports as follows: 


_ The report of the Rev. Chan Sing Kai, pastor of the Chinese 
Mission, shows the amount and character of work done in the Mission 
the past year to be about the same as former years. The usual Sunday 
School, chapel and street services have been conducted throughout the 
year. Numerically, the membership of the Sunday School and Mission 
remain practically the same as shown by last year’s report. The work 
of the Mission has been performed under more unfavorable conditions 
than formerly. On account of increase of hall rent, smaller and less 
favorable quarters for ths work had to be sought. There seems to be no 
prospect of securing for the Mission a permanent place for its worship and 
work in any part of the city accessible to the Chinese population. 


There is a decrease of the number of Chinese in the city of Portland, 
and as the Federal authorities are enforcing strictly the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act the number is not likely to increase in the future, but, rather, 
steadily to decrease.

2. That immediate steps be taken to effect a consolidation of the 
six Chinese missions of the city of Portland. 


3. Thatthe Superintendent of Portland District, with two ministers 
and two laymen to be elected at this Conference, be a committee with 
full authority to negotiate with properly constituted representatives of the 
other missions in the city and to consolidate the missions within twelve 
months upon such terms as may be agreed upon by this committee and 
the representatives from the other missions. It is understood that the 
movement to consolidate the missions is not with a view of abandoning 
work among the Chinese, but rather to make the efforts more effective 
and as soon as possible to get the mission on a self-supporting basis.

Education. 


The Committee on Education is gratified at the progress of our 
educational institutions the past year. Increased numbers of students, 
new and better equipped buildings, and successful endowment campaigns 
betoken the growing sense of the importance of education under distinc- 
tively Christian influence. The church school is no longer in the attitude 
of apology. Its function as an agent of the Kingdom of God is unmis- . 
takable.. The thousands of cultured Christian laymen-devoted workers in 
mission fields and trained pastors for our ministry, which the institutions 
of our Church yield are their own justification, as they are the Church’s 
pride. Our young people should be urged to attend these institutions and 
avail themselves of their splendid opportunities of highest culture. 

We are glad to note the large attendance for the ministry at our 
Schools of Theology. Theological training is now within the reach of all 
who aspire to make the most thorough preparation for the high calling of 
the ministry. 


KIMBALL COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 


Kimball College of Theology stands for the ideals of a ministry 
adequately prepared and trained, endued with the power of God for its 
work, and loyal to the standards of our Church. Each year brings a 
deepening conviction of the need for the work which this institution is 
doing, and of the service which it is rendering to the Church. Hight of 
its graduates are now serving acceptably in charges of this Conference. In 
the past five years over sixty have received instructions in her classrooms. 
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Of the five who finished their course last June, three were from Japan and 
will eventually devote themselves to the work of the Gospel among their 
own people. 

Its courses of study of three years are adapted to the attainments of 
college graduates, but provision is made that those of more limited prepa- 
rations may be received. For those whose attainments are inadequate a 
four years’ course is provided. This institution greatly needs increased 
endowments and more adequate provision for its current expenses until 
greater endowment can be secured. We urge the prayerful consideration 
of its claims upon our young men contemplating the ministry. 


WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY. 


Last year we spoke of a national educational crisis. While this is still 
true, we desire this year to emphasize the fact that there is a local 
educational crisis, in which the interests of Willamette University are 
vitally affected. 


It is a well known fact that the greatest support to any University 
comes from within a radius of fifty miles. To the north of usis Reed 
Institute, which is endowed with $3,000,000. One year hence magnificent 
buildings will opened tostudents. This will interest Portland deeply. To 
the south of us is the State University, which has received increased appro- 
priations amounting to hundreds of thousands of dollars. Between the 
State University and Salem is Albany College, which has received a proffer 
of $50,000 on condition that $250,000 endowment be raised. Besides this 
two other church educational institutions in Oregon are in the midst of 
campaigns for endowments. 


The educational standards of the state and the Northwest are 
advancing rapidly, requiring every institution to furnish better equipment 
of all kinds. We find young people are looking at the physical equipment 
of the schools, making it vital that we increase our equipment and 
standard. Our own Church has advanced its standards and requirements. 
All this has brought the need of better equipment for Willamette 
University. 


Last conference the magnificient pro ffer of Hon. R. A. Booth was 
announced to the Conference. Last January Hon. J. J. Hill, a prince 
among financiers and ‘‘an Empire Builder,’’ made the generous offer of 
$50,000 on condition that $250,000 more be raised in cash by January 1, 
1913. There has been raised some $80,000 to meet these offers, $35,000 
-of which has been subscribed by Salem and Marion County, and an 
additional $65,000 is to be raised in this territory. This $100,000 which 
has been or will be raised by Marion County is upon condition that the 
endowment shall reach $500,000. The greater part of all subscriptions to 
the present time is conditioned upon the successful issue of the campaign 
in the time prescribed. There needs to be $195,000 more subscribed before 
the desired goal will be reached. 


The eyes of the world have bgen turned on Salem through these offers 
to Willamette University, the greatest ever proffered to any denomina- 
tional] school west of the Rocky Mountains. Countless numbers of 
well-to-do people are looking toward: Oregon or are on their way here to 
make it their future home. A large percentage of these are looking for 
homes near good schools. The crisis is on. This is the only entire 
conference year that falls within the time allotted by the Hon. J. J. Hill 
for completing this endowment campaign. When we meet again one year 
hence the task of raising the necessary $195,000 must have been 
practically completed. Every man must be at his post. It will cost toil 
and sacrifice but these things need to come to vitally relate us to the 
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men of the past who laid the foundation and made possible the 
present opportunity. We have utmost confidence in the leadership of 
President Homan and his assistant, Vice-President Edward H. Todd, in 
conducting this campaign to a successful issue and pledge to them our 
hearty and earnest support. The Trustees have agreed that Dr. Todd 
should work with Dr. Homan in this endowment campaign as well as to 
look after the Current Expense League. Dr. Todd has raised about 
$23,000 on the $60,000 expense fund and some $20,000 for church 
buildings in the Conference. This is in addition to $10,000 in endowment 
subscriptions. 


We recommend the following organization for an Every Member 
Campaign throughout the Conference. ; 


Each District shall organize a Willamette University Endowment 
Campaign Committee composed of the District Superintendent, two pastors 
and two laymen. The President of the Laymen’s Association and the 
District Superintendent shall appoint the respective District Committees. 


To the Educational Committee of each charge shall be committed the 
preparation for and cooperation in the conduct of a campaign within the 
bounds of the charge. 


And we further recommend that each pastor shall make a report to the 
next session of the annual conference the amounts pledged in his charge 
to that date. 


We respectfully request the resident and presiding Bishop to give as 
much time to this campaign as he can consistently with his other duties. 


We are glad to record that last year the attendance was increased in 
the College of Liberal Arts, and the other affiliated institutions, and that 
already registration for the coming year far exceeds any previous regis- 
tration at this early date. Weare glad to note that the campaign for 
endowment is attracting attention among the High School graduates and 
their parents and the tide of favor has set in for Old Willamette. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend the following to be elected as Trustees of Willamette

We also recommend that the special gifts on current expenses and 
endowment shall be reported by the University in Conference Session and 
not by voucher through the Statistical Secretary. 


We further recommend that apportionment be made to each charge to 
an amount equal to 25 cents per member, and that we continue the 
present percentage of division between Willamette University and Kimball 
College of Theology.

We are glad to find that there is an increase in both of these funds 
and that very few charges have failed to bring up their full apportionment. 
These are claims, not benevolences, and the full apportionment should be 
raised on every charge. The amount collected from charges this year for 
Episcopal fund is $1174 an increase of $41; for Conference Claimants 
$2486 an increase of #6. 

We recommend that an amount equal to 1% percent of pastor’s 
salary for Episcopal fund and 3 per cent of pastor’s salary for Conference 
Claimants, not including house rent, be apportioned for the ensuing year. 
We also recommend the continuance of the cooperation of pastors and 
laymen in raising the $100,000 permanent fund.

The achieve- 
ments of the future must of necessity be dependent upon the quality of 
leadership now being developed. Hence we view with satisfaction the 
ever widening activities of the Epworth League. Its membership of more 
than 839,000 is the strongest guarantee of the stability and power of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of tomorrow. We rejoice that the number of 
Epworthians within the bounds of the Oregon Conference now reaches a 
total of 5792. 

We have been glad to note the success of our district conventions 
during the past year, yet we realize that these gatherings must of necessity 
be inspirational rather than educational. We believe that a new vigor 
would be imparted to our work by holding a League Institute within the 
territory of this Conference. For a practical and comprehensive training 
of our young people in Christian service these gatherings have everywhere 
proven invaluable.

_ When our church ceases to be a missionary church it will die. The 
mission of the church is to evangelize the world. But the job-is but 
begun. There are yet untold millions to whom the grand old story 
of redeeming love has never been told. A crisis is at hand, tremendous 
responsibility rests upon us, therefore we recommend: 

(1) That each pastor early in the year give special attention to the 
subscription list of ‘‘World Wide Missions,’”’ that to the largest extent 
possible missionary education may be disseminated among our people. 
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(2) That each charge which has not already done so give one service 
to the consideration of the great need and glorious opportunity with 
which our church is face to face in Korea, and take a special collection 
for the same. 


(3) That we indorse the duplex envelope system, and wherever 
practical will institute the new financial plan and push the every member 
canvass with vigor. 


We congratulate the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society on their 
splendid report showing an increase in membership, number of auxiliaries 
and amount of money raised for the cause. The society sustained a great 
loss in the death of their Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. A. R. Maclean. 
We are also pleased to note the valuable assistance rendered by Branch 
Organizer Mrs. Eddy in her itinerary through the Conference.

Freedmen’s Aid. 


Your Committee on Freedman’s Aid most respectfully reports: 


1. An examination of the last Annual Report of this Society shows 
that in the twenty-three schools and colleges, 7130 young people were 
receiving industrial, normal school and professional training. Of this 
number 264 were in college classes, 149 preparing for the Christian ministry, 
300 in medicine and 545 in dentistry, pharmacy and nurse training, 2,850 
in manual training and trade schools including farming, and nearly 1000 
in teacher training courses. These are to be the Christian leaders through 
whose efforts the problem of race uplift must be solved. The Christian 
teacher is more than a mere instructor in trades and industries. He is the 
director and example of the moral and religious life of the race. 


2. Lincoln Day, the Sunday nearest to the anniversary of the birth 
of Abraham Lincoln, in February of each year, furnishes a most appro- 
priate opportunity for the presentation of the work of the Freedman’s Aid 
Society to all our congregations. More and more this day is being observed 
in our public schools and by social and political organizations. We, 
therefore, request that each pastor shall take advantage of this occasion 
by presenting to his people the work that is being done for the fuller 
Emancipation of the freedmen and their descendants through the church 
and the Christian school. Programs for this occasion are sent free on 
request by the Society, This also furnishes an opportune time for taking 
the annual offering for this work. 

3. In addition to the regular collection for the support of the schools, 
special needs are now pressing upon the Society from the medical and 
industrial departments of the work. Flint Medical School at New 
Orleans, La., must have a new hospital. Meharry Medical School at 
Nashville, Tenn., has just finished, at the cost of $15,000 the first wing of 
a $50,000 hospital. The remainder of the building is sorely needed and is 
only awaiting the necessary funds. The girls’ dormitory of Walden 
University at Nashville, Tenn., was burned seven years ago. The Board 
has authorized the erection of a new dormitory, funds for which must be 
secured before it can be built, as the Society has resolved to keep out of 
debt. An unfinished boys’ dormitory at Philander Smith College, Little 
Rock, Ark , and another at Wiley University, Marshall, Texas, are sorely 
needed, and will be finished as soon as the church gives the money. Mr. 
Burrowes of Portland, Me., has given $3,000 for an industrial building at 
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Sam Houston College, Austin, Texas... The balance. of $10,000. to complete 
this building must come from the West Texas Conference, the citizens of 
Austin and the Board. These are only samples of the urgent needs of the 
work at this time. a 
4. The General Committee, after a careful consideration of the needs 
of the schools, has fixed the apportionment for the coming year at $250,000 
or one-sixth of the apportionment for the Board of Foreign Missions. If 
this whole apportionment were met, the above additions to the buildings 
and equipment can be finished and put in working order by the beginning 
of another school year. Of this amount our Oregon Conference is appor- 
tioned $1390. We hereby pledge ourselves to present this cause at least 
once during the year to our congregations, and give our people an oppor- 
tunity to reach this apportionment. The amount of our collection this 
year for the Freedmen’s Aid cause is $691. This is a decrease of $21.

As stated by Calvin, ‘‘The Church cannot survive without a Sabbath,”’ 
an opinion coroborrated by Bishop C. H. Fowler in-his statement that, ‘‘It 
would be impossible long to perpetuate the Christian religion without the 
Christian Sabbath.’’ If this be true, there is no more important reform 
before the church than the preservation of the Lord’s Day. 

To the prosperity and preservation of the State a weekly rest day is 
also essential. The nations of today which have the best type of Sabbath 
are the most prosperous, materially and morally. At the present time 
there is an active and organized crusade for the overthrow of the American 
Sabbath, under the leadership, to their shame be it said, of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church, with the cooperation of the saloon element, infidels 
and atheists. oT 

The fact that the Circuit Court of Multnomah county declared our 
Sunday law unconstitutional has led to an increased violation of the law 
and of Sabbath desecration. ; 

The two last sessions of the Oregon State Legislature refused to emact 
a Sunday rest law. ae , 

Therefore be it resolved: That we favor the enactment of an efficient 
Sunday law by the initiative ballot. 

That we approve the Lord’s Day Alliance as an agency through which 
to cooperate with other denominations for the above purpose and recom- 
mend the appointment of Rev. G. L. Tufts,, Ph.! D., as secretary of the 
Lord’s Day ‘Alliance, and we will welcome him to our pulpits.

and literature to Texas, Maine, and other States and counties that were in 
the midst of the contest with the rum power; upon the re-establishment 
of the Temperance anniversary at every annual Conference, and the 


inauguration of a total abstinence pledge-signing campai h 
our Sunday School ranks. PI ae eee eae 
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We petition the Board of Bishops to place in the Conference course of 
study at least one great book on the liquor problem, that our young men 
who are expected to be leaders of the Temperance reform may be 
thoroughly furnished with broad information and may be enabled to avoid 
the many pitfalls which allure inexperienced speakers on this subjeet. 


We memorialize the General Conference to legislate in the interest of 
the great cause of Temperance, and, as a means of promoting it, to sustain 
the aggressive administration of our Church Temperance Society by con- 
tinuing it among the regular benevolent boards of the Church, requiring 
the financial presentation of its claims annually in all our churches, and 
by ordering a column in the statistical reports for credits in the Conference 
minutes; and asa member of our own Conference has been selected as 
Corresponding Secretary of this nation-wide organization, we instruct our 
delegates to the General Conference to do its utmost in securing the neces- 
sary legislation for the support of this work. 


We suggest to pastors, Sunday School and League workers and Tem- 
perance Committees that the Temperance Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church (14 W. Washington St., Chicago), has prepared literature 
full of useful suggestions for all these departments; and that a closer affili- 
ation with headquarters would give us more compact results. We can see 
how this new agency in our denomination may become a right arm of 
power for the pulling down of the stronghold of iniquity, and we pledge 
support and co-operation.

The Lay Electoral Conference was called to order at 10:15 
a.m.in the chapel of Willamette University, Salem, Oregon, 
by T.S. McDaniel. A.A. Lee, of Salem, was elected Chairman, 
and Ernest Blue, of Salem, was elected Secretary. 


On motion of T. S. McDaniel, a committee on credentials 
was appointed, consisting of John Corkish, C. O. Presnall, J. I. 
Jones and G. F. Billings, being one from each district of the 
Conference.
